the plans of the D aughters of the Confederacy, 
and only now are the ladies returning to the pro­ 
ject.

Mr. Borglum states th at the first figure to be 
worked on will be th at of Robert E. Lee, the next 
two principal figures to be those of Jefferson D a­ 
vis and “Stonewall” Jackson. 
The head of Lee

panoram a over the side of the stone face will show 
all branche.4 of the Confederate arm y and navy.
